IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 16 and 17 have been canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed invention. Instant claims 1 and 14 both define a ball 
comprising a bladder, fabric layer comprising a plurality of sewn together fabric pieces and a 
skin layer extending over the fabric layer. Claims 1 and 14 also define the method steps for 
providing a hole in one of fabric pieces, reversing the fabric layer through the hole and inserting 
the bladder through the hole. Instant claim 1 also recites a valve opening located in a fabric 
piece that is opposite the fabric piece having the hole and wherein the hole is closed after 
insertion of the bladder. Instant claim 14 also recites placing a patch on the inner side of the 
fabric layer to close the hole after insertion of the bladder. The particular limitations relating to 
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the method of construction of the ball using the hole, the location of the hole on the fabric piece 
and the closure of the hole afterwards is not taught by the cited prior art.
